Whilo the Crow were clearing 
away the wreckage it, was discovered that 
the chain of the. steering gear on the 
starboard side was broken, ‘and that the 
chain on the.port side had got unshackled: 

The steamer became unmanageable, and, 
ag a consequence fell off in the trough of 
.the soa and heeled: over to starboard, and 
not to port as before mentioned. The 
tiller was secured under grent difficulties, 
and the ship ‘brought up again to-the wind ;

The lesson to 
be’ drawn. from’ this catastrophe is, that 
improvised bulkheads will not withstand 
the pressure Mae iy upon them by the 
‘heave of the cargo in a strong sea, Le the 
hold ‘of a vessel -is not full, and kept full, 
or the grain prevented from rising, wooden . 
boards are not a rerfect security against 
shifting. We. can, onl repeat what we 
have said before, that the Act of 1875, and 
its “successor of 1876, howeyer. - well- 
intentioned the promoters may-have been, 
afford no reliable remedy for ‘the sacrifice 
of lifo in grain-laden ships. In 1876 there 
wore fourteon ships posted ag missing which 
had been loaded with grain, rice, or palm 
kernels.
